There is nothing so disrupting as hatred. It is like spiritual 
dynamite concealed beneath the foundations of the fair fair structure 
of the State; it is like a subtle poison injected into the blood of the 
body politic; it is like the internal fires of the earth which break 
their bonds in volcanic action and devasting earthquakes, over¬ 
whelming peaceful citizens who deem themselves secure. 

■Let! us for a moment examine the absurdity of this thing, 
Let us, for purpose of argument, hark back to* the War, to which 
I have already referred, and find there the way of peace. It is, 
indeed a strange anomaly that war should produce peace. Yet 
it did, in a most amazing way—a way which almost makes one ache 
with longing for that time, written o|£ by poet and prophet, when 
“all men should brothers be.” , 

For during the Great War they were brothers, indeed—blood 
brothers of the same great glorious Mother Country, knit together 
m a comradeship which knew no class, a union which in the great 
essentials knew r no distinctions. But, were there non officers as 
well as Tommies? Had not these to command and those.to obey? 
That is true—and it will always be true. But I said there was no 
difference in essentials. That’s the point—the only point that 
matters. , , 

When our lads, for instance, were at death-grips with, the 
common enemy, could anyone, in his wildest imaginations, conceive 
of an officer being in ddanger—perhaps lying helpless in No Man’s 
Land, perhaps wounded and entangled in the cruel wire—and a 
Tointony saying; “Let the blighter die l Pie’s not in our class!”?

TIME TO SHIP 
STORE CATTLE 


There are two mam periods, 
namely the period for grass feed 
ing and the period fior stall feed¬ 
ing . Par the grass season feed¬ 
ers are required during March 
and up until the end of May or 
June depending on the earliness 
or lateness of the season. The 
cattle shipped during February 
and March should not be for 
ward in condition but of such 
beef making quality as to finish 
off grass in August and Septem¬ 
ber as fats. During April, May 
and June “Short Koops” that is 
cattle forward in condition 
should be sent. 

For stall feeding, thinner cat¬ 
tle, that is feeders, should be 
sent during September to Dec 
ember. Dtfring the other months 
of the year there is a demand for 
cattle but this is regulated to a 
certain extent by seasonal condi¬ 
tions in Great Britain, such as 
the shortage of abundance of 
grass and root crops.

desirable they should regard their employers, the captains of in¬ 
dustry, with bitterness and ratred? On the other hand, is it ne¬ 
cessary that an employer should say; “Because these work-folk 
. are not of my people, not of my class, Iwill do all I can against 
them”? 

What hope, what prospect is there for the business and trade 
of this great country, this world-famous industrial community, under 
these and like conditions ? What chance have we in facing keen 
and skilful world competition if our factories and workshops are 
- run on these suicidal lines? Here again, the question supply its 
own answer. , 

Let us now turn to the government of the country—for as I 
have said, the answers to the foregoing questions are too obvious to 
require any stressing of mine. And in this connection, let me first 
observe, for it is too often forgotten or ill-realized, that’ the con¬ 
struction of this country—our own beloved land—is the most demo¬ 
cratic in the world. The People can choose their own representa 
tives without fear or favor, without let or hindrance. It is just 
‘‘up to them” to doi so. And let me say another thing, and that 
very empathically. King George accepts advice as readily, and as 
loyally frem a Labor Minister as from any other. I know? He 
has “no respect of persons,” but rather a genuine respect for the 
very humblest of his people. 

But if every piece of legislature is going toi be considered 
mainly from the point of view of mere class prejudice, tre result 
wiil irrevocably be chaos and disaster. There will be no escape. 
The result will be as inevitable as that the going down of the sun 
in the west brings darkness and night. 

* * # 

Ihe only way—the only way, 1 say—is to face every issue 
squarely, to consider it on its merits, and ion its merits alone, and to 
allow no other consideration to intervene. No person would dare 
to suggest: that any class possesses a monopoly of brains. Much 
genius has emerged from the gutter. The mean streets of our 
industrial towns have produced, and will produce again, many men 
of light and leading. 

Neither is character the monopoly of any one 'class’! Is wealth 
never to be found in conjunction with lofty principles and generous 
motives and aimis? I have seen many men and wicjmen. endowed 
K with all wealth can give them, Halving their place among the real 
workers and giving geniunc and invaluable public service, often 
seeking no reward except the reward that service always yields. 
In the same way the poor are often wonderfully generous. They 
respond to the call of pity and to any form of helplessness in a 
magnificent way,often when they can ill afford either the time or 
the money. 

Doi not these, and simili'ar illustrations, which everybody can 
quote for himself, illustrate the folly of class hatred, the pettiness 
of prejudice, the uselessness of recrimination? Do not these con¬ 
siderations prove that, whether in industry, in politics, or in the 
general life of the -community to which we all belong, and by which 
we must all stand or flail, the only way out is comradeship, co¬ 
operation and solidarity, with the dread alternatives of ruin? 

* * * 

I know that there are people in nty own Party, in our own 
Unions, who> do not think as I do on many of the problems with which 
Ibis country is faced at the present time. I will go further,and 
say that these people actually dislike me even more than they dis¬ 
like my views. “Jim Thomas has gio-ne off straight path,” they 
will tell you with a shake of their heads. “He is not the man he 
once was. He is not a true Socialist.” 

they lie. I am as keen a Trade Unionist and Labor man 
as ever I was. But with broadened experience h,as come a greater 
knowledge. With increased opportunities of meeting men of all 
ranks and beliefs and convictions, with travel, with the responsibil- 
; ities of 'office, my outlook on life has been, shall I say, clarified; 

1 realize that there is always something to be said for the other side. 

I The “othier chap” is not always in the wrong. To be able to see 
both sides of a question is a good thing. 

* * # 

Class hatred has only to be stated as a doctrine in order that 
' oil should realize its absurdity. For my part I have always fought 
and shall continue tkx fight, for Trades Unionism and Labor, and for 
that very reason I hate class hatreds sectional bitterness. I am 
. ot for pulling down, but for building up. The first way is all 
too easy; the other is hard ‘ Bui difficulties were made to be 
| conquered, and by rising victorious over difficulties a nation grows 
jrtrong and self-reliant. 

; No one knows the disadvantage I have had to suffer from my 

having been denied a good education. But it does not make me 
bitter against those who have been more fortunate, and I would 
not deny their privilege to their children or my loiwn, and I would 
expect them to extend towards me and mine the same courtesy and 
consideration. 

There is no such thing as equality. But there may be such 
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a thing as equality of (opportunity. It is in order bo obtain thati 
for every child in Britain—I would that it might be for every child 
under the sim—that I want more unity. Substitute co-operation 
for strife, love for hatred, helpifulness for hindrance. Let us nob 
always look for the bad in each other, but rather try to discover 
the good, of which every one has a share. In that spirit, and in that 
spirit alo-ne, can we face the stress and turmoil of the present time, 
and pave a firm road to abundant happiness and prosperity . 

Above all, let us noit forget, as we peruse this Christmas num¬ 
ber of Answers, ’ the spirit which, has given birth to Christmas itself 
Just fancy talking at this time, of all times, of class hatred and 
bitterness and recrimination! Who can even think of Christmas, 
which is the symbol and remembrance 0 )f peace on earth and good¬ 
will to all men—aye, to the poorest, to the very “down and outs,” 
as well as to. the rich and favored—and then harbor thoughts of 
bitterness, hatred and strife? 

No; just as the late struggle demonstrated once more, as 
ever before, that there is no victor in war, and that one and all pay 
too terrible price for strife and conflict—the inevitable outcome of 
the spirit of hatred—so the opposite spirit, the spirit of love, which 
says to the world all too full of misery and suffering: “Come; let 
us reason together!” shows us the better, the nobler, the truer 
course. , 

Believe me, this is the way of peace and progress. Reasoning 
together does not mean each party, class, ,-or individual having its 
own way, taking its own selfish course. It does not mean an unfair 
bargain. It does not mean the strong oppressing the weak, just be¬ 
cause he is strong. On the contrary, it means fair dealing, give and 

(ake, the recognition of the rights of others as well as our own. 

* # * 

H also implies that power is a great resvonslbility in which the 
happiness and well-being of everybody is included. 

That is the Christimsa spirit. That is the real inward prac¬ 
tical meaning of peace on earth,, goiodwwill to men. ,Let us lay it 
to heart, and let us now and henceforth seek peace and good will 
with earnestness and sincerity . 

If we all do that, politican and business man, wiorker and 
emploj'Cr, prince and peasant, we will be doing a good thing foir 
<he country we love, and we will be hastening to the “'good days” 
to ’which we look frrward so fervently. ,

A FURTHER cut in running 
time between Winnipeg and 
Toronto has been announced 
by Canadian National officials at 
Winnipeg in connection with train 
schedule changes which became ef¬ 
fective recently. Last year, with 
the opening of the Long Lac cutoff 
connecting the north and south 
main lines of the Canadian* Na¬ 
tional Railways in Northern On¬ 
tario, five hours was sliced from 


the running time of the Winnipeg- 
Toronto service, and with the new 
train now running, another five 
hours’ reduction has been made.

ROAD WORK IN 1924 


About 400 miles of main high¬ 
ways were completed in Alberta 
during 1924 under the five ear 
program authorized by the Legis 
lature last session, which con¬ 
templates a total expenditure of 
of $3,500,000. The work was 
done on the chief tourist high 
ways in the Province, and as a 
result a total of $250,000 has been 
earned by the Province of the 
Federal aid grant. Next year’s 
program contemplates the build¬ 
ing of abuot 500 miles of high¬ 
way. The Department of Public 
Works will concentrate next year 
nfore on the bringing of roads up 
to standard rather than building 
an extended program of clay 
roads. Work is also being done 
ota the Jasper Highway and the 
Peace River Highway.
